Lord Granville was inclined to act upon 
thie suggestion, but Mr. Gladstone thought 
that such an effort was sure to be misunder 
Stood. It would appear like a league against 
Prussis, and was a measure not to be adopted, 
unless the parties therete were ready to sup- 


nent throughout Europe, and only to de re- 
pressed by strengthening the present moder- 
ate government of France. On the advice of 
friends, however, he abstained from address- 
ing this menace to the English Government. 

It is absolutely true, as before telegraphed 
you, that M. Theirs 1s here wifhout instruc- 
tions, credentials or power of offering any 
guarantee on the part of France, inde- 
pendently of M. Thiers, and before his ar 
rival the French Government, which does 
not conceal from the English Cabinet its 
anxious desire for an armistice, had be- 
sought Earl Granville to transmit to 
the Prussian headquarters certain overtures, 
tendirg to negotiations on specified terms. 
The answer received from Prifteia takes the 
form of two questions. First, supposing 
terms of armistice are agreed upon between 
you and us, can you undertake that the 
French army will abide by them? meaning, by 
French army, all the forees under Bazaine, in 
Strasbourg, the army of Lyons, and all other 
Organizations. Second, suppose the army ac- 
cepts, will the nation? 

M. Favre _ replied: 
answer for the army and 
nation. We will convoke the Con 
stituent Assembly in the shortest pos 
sible time, a fortnight at most, and sabmit the 
conditions to that assembly, which should be 
free to express the national will We, too, 
resign our powers into its hands. If such as- 
sembly accepts and ratifies our acts, that will 
be a full guarantee to Prussia. 

Obviously, this answer admits that the 
present Provisional Government cannot give 
any guarantee which, even if followed by an 
immediate armistice, migut not be repu- 
diated by the assembly. Prussia's reply, 
however, is awaited, and in the meantime 
an attempt is making to bring about a per- 
sonal interview between Favre and Bis- 
marck, wagon supposed purposes of Prus- 
aia to treat with the Regency for peace, as 
telegraphed by « Berlin correspondeat.

Fine Bodies ot Trevps ze Paris. 

A World correspondent writes: Two hours 
ago one of the finest bodies of men that I 
ever :aw uvder arms arrived in this city. 
These were men drawn from the Gendarmeire, 
the police ot France. The French police sys- 
tem is entirely military, and in the Gendar- 
mere are found men who have won distinc- 
tiom in the army, or who have received favor- 
able mentic n for intelligence or good conduot. 
A very large number of the Paristan police, or 
acryeants de ville, buve been sergeants or sous- 
oficers in the army, and a wmajorit 
of them weer one or more meda 
in testimony of their campaigns. — 
ate an active, effective, intelligent 
body of men, understanding ther duty 
tho: oughly, aud doing it with military pre- 
cision. They are animated by a true soldierly 

spirit. The same class of meu are found in 
2 e provincial cuties and in the country. In 
tue interior villages one finds the mounted 

endarmeire, the chief, or marecbal-desiogis, 
— or corporal iu this Corps. 
Its organiza‘ion is complete iu every way. 
Military reports are daily made to the 
nearest colonel, or to the colonel of the reg 
iment which eends men to a certain towa. 

During the past two weeks some strange 
figures bave been seen upon our streets, and 
bodies of men, who win a smile upon the 
lips of the promenaders on the Boulevards, 
have been marched w. A regiment of Con-

After this com- 
plete ep coma the Pompiers again 

ehow t hose who laughed at 
their firet appearance, when they came along 
the boulevards after a sleepless night and a 
wearisome railway journey, broke out into 
cheers when the Pompiers appeared in their 
military dress. These men are pot entirely 
ornamental, for in case of a siege they would 
bave an imyortant part to play in the stirriog 
drama. Under the enemy's fire they must 
extipguish the flames kindied by the enemy’s 
shell.

FIRES in PARIS. 


Solidity of the Bailidings—Destructive 
Fires Unknown— Hates o) [nsurance, 
Ste. 


Hen. George M. Parsons, of Columbus, 
now in Paris, writes to the Columbus 
(Ohio) Journal a letter concerning fires 
and building in Paris, from which we make 
extracts pregnant with suggestive facts: 

The population of the city exceeds one- 
million eight hundred thousand. It has 
many large squares, public gardens and 
wide avenues; nevertheless, it may be 
called a crowded city, for by far the larger 
number of streets are very narrow. The 
blocks of buildings are large and solidly 
built up on all sides with houses five, six 
and seven stories high. When thearea of 
the block is large enough, the interior is 
occupied by one or more ranges of houses 
similar to those on the outer line. The 
ground flooris generally devoted to busi- 
ness, and the upper stories are occupied 


as dwellings, each story containing one or popes 


struck for Chinatown, remarking, 


more families. . 
One would naturally suppose that a 


populous city thus built and thus occu- 


— would be the scene of frequent and 
eatructive fires; yet since my arrival on 
this side in March, 1867, no fire has oc- 
curred which has resplted in any extensive 
loss of property, and I cannot now recall 
a single instance ofa loss of life or per: 
sonal injury in consequence of difficulty 
in escaping from fire. I have heard the 
same thing remarked by others whose ob- 
servation has extended over a greater 
period oftime and been more constant 
than mine. A large printing establish- 
ment filled with paper and printed mat- 
ter; a stable belonging to an omnibus 
company. and filled with hay, straw and 
grain, have been destroyed, but in neither 
case did the fire extend beyond the build- 
ing in which it broke out. Many fires, of 
course, occur, but the reports af them, 
which one finds in the daily journals, show 
that the loss has been mainiy to the con- 
tents of the shop or apartment, not the 
building itself. 

There is near the Are de Triomphe a 
large family grocery establishment which 
does the business of the whole of that por- 
tion of the city. Four stories above the 
store are occupied in the usual manner as 
dwellings. One night a passer-by discov- 
ereda fire in the store room. Alarm 
was given, the doors were broken open 
and the fire soon extinguished, not, how- 
ever, until the contents of the large room 
were almost entirely destroyed; not con- 
sumed by the fire but burnt and charred 
to such a degree that the room had to be 
vacated and furnished anew before it could 
be used again. The firedid not penetrate 
to the cellar, which was filled with liquors 
and wines, nor were the occupants above 
disturbed. I do not think the injury to 
the building extended beyond a blackened 
ceiling. f 

A more remarkable instance occurred 
during the summer. From the fact that 
valuable jewels were missing, it was sup- 
posed to have been a case of incendiarism 
with —— aad from the rapidity and 
intensity of the firethere was every reason 
to believe that the furniture had been sat- 
urated withsome highly inflammable fiaid. 
The fire occurred in the third story of a 
six-storied house, at midday, and the 
whole contents of the apartment were 
consumed in an instant. The flames is- 
suing from the windows so cracked and 
scalded the stone piers between them that 
it has been necessary to put an entire new 
front to the story. The remainder of the 
house is intact,and theapartments above 
and below sustained no loss from the 


fire. 

The rates of insurance which prevail 
here will probably gurprise you. In fact, 
insurance is one ofthe very few cheap 
things in Paris. By the circular of a 
large and responsible company, the lowest 
— is that of dwelling houses built of 
brick or stone, or in which stone prevails, 
covered with tile, slate or metal; on 
these houses the rate of insurance is four 
sous on a thousand francs, four cents on 
two hundred dollars, anda reduction of 
one sou per thousand francs is made 
wherethe frame work of all the floors is 
of iron. For insurance of “furniture, 

rovisions, and ordinary merchandise in 

ouses ofthis class,’ the rate is fifteen 
sous on the thousand francs—fifteen cents 
on two hundred dollars. From these rates 
the premiums increase according to the 
materials of which the house is construct- 
ed and the business ¢arried on in it, but in 
no case isit high. A friend who occupies 
an apartment near the center of the city 
pays an insurance of ten thousand francs 
on his furniture—one dollar and sixty 
cents on two thousand dollars, less than 
the twelfth of one per cent. Under the 
Code Napoleon, a person in whose house 


a fire occurs is liable to his neighbors for 


losses they may sustain in consequence of 
The company insures also against 
this liability, and for ten francs addition- 
alon the ten thousand francs, or three 
dollars and sixty gente per annum, pays 
the cost ofa policy for two thousand 
dollars, which covers all direct and indi- 
rect losses. I have also been informed of 
a gallery of paintings situated in the cor- 
ner of one of the largest and most popu- 
lous blocks in the heart of the city, which 
is insured to the amount of one hundred 
and fifty thousand francs for the premium 
of one-tenth of one per cent. 

The explanation of this state of things 
is not to be found in the supply of water, 
for until lately it was very limited, and 
now is insufficient, nor in any peculiar 
efficiency of the Fire Departmdnt, for 
althoug gg Page of a large body of well 
drilled men, the machines in use are iffe- 
rior tothe better ones in America, but in 
the fact that the houses in Paris are. well 
nigh fire-prodf.

Interesting to Thieves—The Halifax 
Gilbet Law. 


A recent number of Once a Week can- 
tains this account of a curious and now 
obsolete mode of execution: 

“The inhabitants of the forest of Hard- 
wick— which was co-extensive with the 
parish of Halifax—had up to 1650 the 
custom that ifa felon was taken within 
their liberty with goods stolen out or with- 
inthe liberty of the said forest, either 
handhabend backberand or confessand, 
of the value of thirteen pence haif-penny, 
he should, after three markets or meeting 
days within the town of Halifax next after 
such apprehension, be tried, and, being 
condemned, be taken tothe gibbet and 
have his head cut off from his body. He 
was, however, to be publicly and deliber- 
ately tried by a jury composed of frith- 
burgers of the said liberty. The process 
was this: On arrest he was brought be- 
fore the Lord Bailiff, who lived at Hali- 
fax, kept the jail, had the custody of the 
axe, and was the legal executioner. He 
issued his summonsto the constables of 
the four townships of the said liberty, re- 
quiring four 9 from each to ap- 
pear beſore him on a certain day to in- 
quire into the truth of the charge. At 
the trial the accuser and accused were 
confronted before the jury, and the stolen 
goods produced. Ifthe accused was ac- 
yuitted, he was immediately liberated; if 
condemned, he was at once executed, that 
was the principal market day; ifnot he was 
placed in the stocks, with the stolen goods 
onhis back, except they were too neavy, 
when they were laid in front of the stocks, 
that all might see. The execution always 
took place on the market day, in order to 
strike the more terror throughout the dis- 

rict; and was performed by means of an 
— ok called a gibbet, which was 
taised upon a platform four feet high and 
thirteen feet square, faced on every side 
with stone, and ascended by a flight of 
steps. In the middle of this — 
were placed two upright pieces of timber, 
fifteen feet high joined at the top bya trans- 
verse beam. Within se was a square 
block of wood, four feet and a half long, 
which moved up and down by means of 

rooves made for that purpose, te the 
ower part of which was fastened an iron 
axe, which weighed seven pounds twelve 
bunces. This axe, thus fixed, was drawn 
up by means ofa cord and pully.

THE JAPANESE. 


Their Menvers and Custems—An Exe- 
cntion— Appearance oithe Behead- 
ed—A Ghastiy Sight. 

{F:om a Letter in the Chicago Times.] 
It is now nearly a year and a half since 

I wrote to you from Japan. At that time 

it was my intention to have written you a 

series of letters on matters relating to this 

little-known country, but my plans were 
frustrated by my being unexpectedly 
called away to England. Having, how- 
ever, now returned, I shall do my best to 
carry Out my original intention, and trust 
that I shall from time to time be able to 
furnish you with such descriptions of the 
country and people as shall be wn 

an 


of the Rising Sun. 

When recently in your city, I found 
among my friends the universal desire to 
become acquainted, not with the political 
and commercial situations so much as 
with the general features of the country 
aud its imbabitants. “What is a bath- 
house like?’ “Do the women really 
blacken their teeth?’ “Have you ever 
been present atan execution?’ These 
are a sample of the questions that I was 
asked, and suchitis that 1 will do my 
best to answer, leaving out, as much as 
possible, dry statistic details. 

I don't expect to relate anything new, 
or to describe what has not before been 
described far better by others, but as ina 
letter of this nature one can enter more 
fully into descriptions than elsewhere, I 
shall do my best to give a correct idea of 
some of ye manners and customs of ye 
J apanese. 

The curiosity of my friend with regard 
to an execution I shall first be able to 
gratify. I have seen one. A strange 
aubject to choose for my first letter, but, as 
I have only recently witnessed it, I shall 
endeavor to describe the scene while 
still so vividly impressed on my mind. 

The Japanese are not at all of a cruel 
nature, though their laws with regard to 
capital punishment are somewhat severe. 

Death by beheading is the usual mode of 
execution, and is the sentence passed on 
murderers and incorrigible thieves. Mat- 
ricides, parricides, and great criminals 
suffer crucifixion, « speedy but painful 
death, while incendiaries are burned alive 
Should some one exclaim that such exist- 
ing punishments are positive proof of 
barbarism, I would merely remark the‘ 
it is only very recently that {iy law pun- 
ishing high treason by hanging, drawing, 
ond ~varecrcg, afar more cruel death 
than any of the above, has been abolished 
in England. 

The following is transcribed from the 
code of laws of lyeyas, as drawn up about 
1620. I quote from the translation of 
Mr. Dickson: Men are prone to become 
indolent and lazy at work, and in conse- 
quence become thieves, breaking the laws 
and occasioning trouble. All these must 
be severely punished by death, and if any 
one sets houses on fire, forges seals and 
signatures, poisons, coins, false money, 
such shall either burned alive or be spear- 
ed on a cross. 

Surely this is scarcely uncivilized reas- 
oning, 

A few days since, I was informed that 
the execution of a criminal guilty of 
tobbery and murder was appointed to take 
place on the following morning at 8 o'clock. 
Accordingly, at half- past 6, I started in 
company with three friends for the 10 bi, 
or execution ground, distant from Lo- 
kahama about three milte. The ride, full 
of novelty as it would be toa stranger, is 
oflittle interest to old residents, being en- 
tirely through the native town of Yoka- 
hama, with which, for quality aud variety 
of stinks, not even Cologne could com- 
pare, and which on stomachs undefended 
by breakfast told most painfully. After 
passing the Muige hill we leave the high 
road, andturn down a lane entirely over- 
shadowed by fir and bamboo, from which 
we emerge on tc an open plain. That is the 
execution ground on the slight hill to the 
leſt, a clear space surrounded on three 
sides by tall trees. There is a crowd of, 
perhaps, a thousand Japanese, and min- 
gled with them a few foreigners, mostl 
soldiers and blue-jackets. Riding throug 
a field of ripening grain to within a hun- 
dred yards of the cleared ground, we leave 
our horses, and, escorted by a most polite 
official, enter the place of execution. We 
find a space of about 40 feet by 50 enclosed 
by slight stakes and ropes, around which 
the crowd is congregated, a passage being 
kept clear at one corner for the entrance 
of the prisoner and officials. Our acquain- 
tance with some of the latter procures us 
admission within the ropes, and being 
there we wish ourselvesSwell out again— 
we are so horribly near to the preparations. 
We stand with our backs against a low 
hut of bamboo—palm thatched—in which, 
squatting on the ground, are half a dozen 
coolies, neatl em in tight~fittin 
garments of blue and white. There is a 
so a man of about 45 years of age, with a 
very pleasant face,a small thin man of 
muscular strength, not over five feet three 
inches in height, but cleanly made; This 
is the head. executioner, to be put out of 
the world by whom is almost a boon, so 
dextrous ishe. Leaning against the side 
of the hut, isa sword with blade about 
three feet long, and handie about one foot 
in length, bound with white linen, and 
without any hilt. To our right, about 
four paces distant, is a freshly-dag hole, 
about two feet square and 18 inches deep, 
at the side of whichisa rollofrough mats. 
On our left, close tothe ropes, aré two up- 
rights about four feet in hight, supporting 
a cross piece, into which is driven an iron 
. on either side of which is a lump 
of clay. One ofthe assistants brings a 
pail of water and wooden dipper, and 
places it by the side ofthe hole. Three 
sides of the enclosure are surrounded by 
trees, into which some few blue-jackets 
have climbed. The crowd presses against 
the ropes, the front rank kneeling or sit- 
ting. The open side of the inclosure is 
on the slope of a little hill, and is clear of 
spectators, It looks toward the east to

On one account I am glad that I wit- 

nessed the scene, for I can bear witness to 
the decency, dignity, and mercifulness 
with wbich the punishment of death by 
decapitation is carried out by the Japan- 
ese. I fearthat I shall disgust you by 
choosing so horrible a subject for a first 
letter, but I have endeavored to give a 
true account to those who feel interest in 
such matters, and will cheose for my next 
letter some more pleasing matter. 


CHINESE LAW ANO JUSTICE. 


A Land Witbeut Lawyers—Oriertal 
Jurisprudence. 

Some few weeks ago there lived at 
Shanghai a consular officer whose mode 
of administering justice to suitors gave 
rise to many amusing stories. Upon 
one occasion an aggrieved sailor present- 
ed himself with a complaint against his 
captain, who entered a cross-charge as a 
set-off.

CHUNG LUNG. | 

The foliowing story related to the writer 
by the magistrate concerned—Chung 
Lung, now one of the members of the 
Peking foreign board—will show the in- 
convenience which sometimes attends be- 
ing even the plaintiff in a just cause. One 
day the official in question was crossing 
the courtyard between his private quarters 
and the public portion of the yamun when, 
as he approached the court room, he found 
his way impeded by a man who threw him- 
self before him, kow towing or knocking 
his head upon the ground, and imploring 
justice and protection. Thinking that he 
was some culprit who dreaded just pun- 
ishment,Chung Lung motioned him away. 
The man, however, persisted in beggin 
a promise of Justice until our frien 
lost all patience, and i one of 
the executioners to give him a hundred 
blows for his impertinence. [f he had 
made a considerable noise before, it was 
nothing to the yells with whieh he filled 
the enclosure as the brawny arm of the 
flagellator applied the bamboo to the more 
fleshy parts of his body, and, the job com- 
pleted, he was left sobbing and moaning 
in à corner untilthe case iu which he was 
concerned should be called en. 

After the more pressing business before 
the magistrate had been disposed of, the 
party flogged was brought forward; and it 
then appeared that, instead of being a de- 
fendant or criminal, he was the plaintiff 
in a suit wherein it was very evident that 
he had just cause of complaint.

The means used to secure prisoners be- 
fore trial are generally barbarous and re- 
volting to every one with any feelings of 
humanity. Ifa supposed piratical junk 
be captured the unhappy crew are lashed 
together in couples, the wrists and el- 
bows being tightly secured with leathern 
cords behind the back, while the ankles, 
similarly secured, are drawn up to the 
wrists as far as they will come. In this 
position tho prisoner absolutely helpless 
dor any purpose whatever, and the diffi- 
culty of movement is increase by his being 
tied toa companion. When, as is some- 
times the case, a nest of thieves is hunt- 
ed down, and the soldiders capturing 
them are too few to act as effivient guards, 
they will actually nail their prisoners 
down to the cart in which they convey 
them by the hands; of course, in these ca- 
ses,the innocent suffer with the guilty,and 
great is the torture wnich these unfortu- 
nates undergo. As for the tortures le- 
gally inflicted on prisoners, and even 
witnesses, a long essay would be necessary 
to detail them atlength. It is in eases of 
this nature that the terrible distinction 
between Chinese law and Chinese jus- 
tice’ becomes apparent. - 

There are, of course, many Chinese 
officials who possess some feelings of hu- 
manity, and discountenancea resort to 
torture as much as possible. Eren with 
them, however, the stick or bamboo is in 
constant requisition, and nobody loses ia 
dignity because he happens to meet with 
the misfortune ofa flogging. The bam- 
boo is in fact the great mainspring of 
Chinese administration, and there is no 
conceivable (or inconceivable) offence 
which is not daly ‘ticketed,’ so to speak, 
with so many blows. Singularly enough, 
responsibility in official matters decreases 
according to the rank of the offender, the 
lowest-grade clerks in an office where a

Had the speaker been a Chinese man- 
darin he could not have more aptly illus- 
trated the distinction which, unhappily 
for suitors (and very often for defendants 
also), prevails between the two in native 
tribunals. These should, theoretically, be 
extremely easy of access. At the entrance 
of each yamun, or public office, a gong is 
suspended, upon which any person desir- 
ing an audience may strike. The same 
arrangement extends to every viceroy's 
palace, to the different boards or bu- 
reaus charged with the administration of 
departmental affairs, and even to the gate 
of the Emperor's residence itself. It 
would therefore seem that, if a poor man 
were unjustly oppressed by subordinates, 
his remedy would be easy, or that, at all 
events, he would be sure of getting a 
hearing. But, unfortunately, this is only 
one side ofthe picture. A law exists 
which enacts that “if anybody give the 
alarm, unless he has suffered some griev- 
ous wrong demanding instant redress, he 
shall receive the bastinado for his pains. 
Now, as a good deal of wrong may be per- 
petrated which does not require instant 
redress, the chances of the applicant get- 
ting the stick are unpleasantly great. It 
follows that few ever dream of resorting 
to this method of getting a hearing. The

A WELL-KNOWN CHINESE NOVEL 
turns upon this custom. The heroine 
strikes the gong, and, her reason being 
apparently inadequate, she is on the eve 
of undergoing considerable suffering. Of 
course she is rescued by the hero of the 
tale just in the nick of time, but she gets 
aterrible fright. Very few people now-a- 
daysimitate her example. Kecourse is 
had to the ‘‘ufiiversal a aes in China— 
bribery; for, thanks to the zealous care of 
his subordinates, a magistrate is as diffi- 
cult to iaterview as, well—as a default- 
ing broker on settling day. It's of no use 
to act as we doin “civilized’’ countries, 
and bribe the big men men only. Every- 
body's palm must be greased, beginning 
with the doorkeeper and ending with the 
“great man's great man, or private sec 
retary. Apart from this abominable sys- 
tem, * the higher class mandarins 
are often tolerably just in their decisions. 
The following anecdotes will illustrate 
both this fact and the curious ideas which 
prevail in China as to what “justice” is—: 
THE JUDGMEN? OF SOLOMON 
has, of course, its parallel in Chinese 
records, as it has in those of most eastern 
nations, though the version differs. Two 
women ina similar mannerclaim the 
same infant, and refer their dispateto a 
magistrate, who is of course unable to de- 


cide upon the ownership. To solve the 
difficulty he says that he shall keep the 
child himself, at which the real mother is | 
overjoyed and the false claimant, who on- | 
ly wanted to sell it at some future date, | 
is disgusted. The latter, thus betraying |

In 
1865 some river thieves were caught rob- 
bing a cargo boat, aud were sent by the 
congulto the district magistrate, with a 
letter detailing their offence and promis- 
ing to produce the necessary evidence in 
prooi of their guilt when tried.

"so close a texture that it will almost con- 


tain water without leaking, and easily car- 
ries any viscid substance, suchas oil or 
molasses. Well, the oilman’s story was 

hat he had lent this basket-work measure, 
which he had only used a few times, to 
the riceman a few weeks before, but that 
he now refused to return it. The riceman, 
on the other hand, declared that he had 
never borrowed the measure at all; he had 
purchased it new some months previously, 
and it had never been used for anything 
but rice. An examination of the measure 
simply showed that it was coated with rice 
dust. The magistrate asked if they had 
any witnesses, and each brought a shop- 
man who confirmed his own master’s 
story. It was a case of big lie some- 
where, without doubt. 

After hearing both sides, the magistrate 
thought awhile and said, “Well, as the evi- 
dence on both sides is equal, the only 
thing I can do is to ask the meagure itself 
who it belongs to.

Of course the measure did not reply, so 
the question was repeated, the magistraie 
adding. ‘If you don't answer I shall give 
you the bamboo!’ Silence being still pre- 
served, he gave a sign to the executioner, 
who turned its mouth downwards, and ad- 
ministered twenty-five vigorous biowa. 
The people grinmed more than ever at 
this, and laughed loudly, when he agaia 
repeated the question, with an additional 
twenty-five blows, bidding theexecutioner 
“lay it on well for its impertinence.” 
When this had been done the magistrate 
said, well, theres no getting anything 
out of it; take it away! and, getting up 
from his seat, walked over to where the 
measure had been placed, stooped down 
and examiped the ground, and then re- 
turned to his chair. 

Addressing the parties, he said: I pro- 
nounce that the measure belongs to the 
oil-man, and that the rice-man is no better 
than a thief. Give the oilman his meas- 
ure, and give the other man fifty blows 
with the larger bamboo—well laid on.” 
The sentence was immediately carried 
out, to the great inconvenience of the 
rogue, and it was periectiy just. It ap-
